Finally he ordered 
me to pull the bei! cord, but not to 
look around. I obeyed, but the signal 
was not answered, and with an oath 
he ordered me to pull it again. This 
time the train slowed down, but 1 
don't know exactly where tile men 
got off, as 1 did not dare look around."
